NEW COMMANDER AT MANILA.

It is announced, not unexpectedly,
thit Geoernl Otig has been relieved of
commanid in the Phillppines and that
Major General MacArthur will succeeed
him. - Whatever it I8 that brought about
the change—whether Otls was relieved
at his own request or the authorities
at Washington flually concluded that It
was desirable—the change will be very
generally approved, No owe will be
disposed to deny to  General Otis what-
ever credit  Justly belongs to  him.
There i8 no guestion that le has
been diligent and faithful, but it must
nlso be confessed thart  he has not
shown the capacity wileh he was
thought to have when he took ecom-
mand and both his military and clvil
administration have fallen far short of
expectation.

“After fifteen wonths of military op-
erations, warfare which Otis professed
to belleve could be stamped out in n
few months with bhalf the number of
soldiers he now has 18 not ended. It
{s true there s now no organized in-
surrection, that the Filipinos are carry-
Ing on a guerrilla warfare, but it is
nlso a fact, according to what scems
to be trustworfhy ™ Information, that
the Ameriean forces, numbering some
63,000, occupy but a small part of
Tmzon and with the ralny season ap-
proaching they are not likely to ma-
terlally extend their occupation for
several months, The original fault
of General Otls was in understimating
the military task and he would accept
no  counsel, Genernl  Lawlon and
others better understood the sltuation,
but their judgment was not acted upon
by Otis. When at last large reinforce
ments were sent to Luzon General Otls
appeared unable to use them to the
best advantage and results have been
for the most part disappointing.

General MacArthur has made an ex-
cellent record In the Philipplnes and
may be expocted to do good service as
the commanding general, Ilis dutles
will be entirely wilitary, the civil com-
mimslon, which should wreach Manila
within the next ten days, taking en-
tire charge of civil administration.
Thus MacArthur can devote himself
whally to the work of suppressing the
hostile bands that are carrying on a
guerrilln warfare and it is to be ex-
pected that he will push operations
agalngt these with all possible wigor.
Latterly the American forees secmn (o
have been dolug very little campalgn-

ing. Greater energy and activity will
be looked for from the new com-

1t must be
borne In miod that the danger does not
lurk only In powder houses or store
bulldings filed with guncotton, unitro-
glyeerine nnd dypamite, Every drog
store, every paint shop and oll house
may by carelessuess, Ignorance or reck-

WE CANNUT HAVE THE ISLANDS,

A report from the eapital of Denmurk
stutes that the project of s=elllug the
Danish West India islands to the United
Btates has been abandoned, there belng
strong opposition, Including that of the
king, to the proposal. It is to be hoped
the report s true, for certalnly the
United Swtates does not need the (slands
and a majority of the American people
are not favorable to their acquisition,
even at the moderate price which It was
sald Denmark wonld aceept for them,

The guestion suggests itself, however,
whether the decislon of the Danish gov-
ernment not to sell to this country s
due 1o a desire to retain these posses-
slong, or has been prompted hy a Buro-
pean power which may have the ac-
quisition of the islands in view, It
has been rumored that Germany would
llke 10 secnre them and also that Russia
has heen negotiating for their purchase.
While it seems Improbable that elther
of those natlons wWould seek to galn
possession of the islands in view of the
certainty of objection on the part of
the Unfted States, it 18 possible that
influence has been exerted by one or
both of them upon Deopmark to induce
that governmeut not to sell to this eoun-
try.

It Is the opinlon of some that the
recent warning of Secretary Root In
regiard to the Monroe doctrine had refer
ence In part to this matter and also to
the assumed deslgns of Gerwany in
South Amerien.

There has been within the lnst few
years a rapld growth of German in
terests and fofluence in the Argentine
republlie and in southern Brazll, This
I8 belng asslduously enltivated by the
German  government, an  instanee of
which is seen in the dispateh from Km-
peror Willlam to the prestdent of Brnzll,
oxpressing hig "slucers sympathy and
hearty wishes for the happiness and

EXTENT OF THE DRINK HABIT,
Quantity of Alcoholie Beverages (‘one
sumed In Varlous Countries,
New York Sun.

What Is the comparutlve consumption of
aleohol in the mora civilized countries of the
world? To answer this question we should
ascertain, first, the total quantity consumed
per annum, and, secandly, the wmount per
head of the pepulation. The data relating

mentary paper ¢n alcoholle beverages re-
cetitly published in London, Let us see what
the facls are a8 to the United Kingdom, the
United States, Germany and France,

We hegin with wine, of which France con-
sumes annually 926,000,000 gallong, or 24.25
gallons per head of the population. Ger-
many comes next with 76,000,000 gallons, or
L6 gallons per head, In the United States
21,600,000 gallons of wine arg consumed an-
nually, or, In other worde, only three-tenths
of n gallon to each Inhabitant, The total
aunual consumption of wine credited to the
United Kingdom (8 Jess in amount, 16 000,000
gallons, but this is equivalent to four-tenths
of a gallon per head.

Passing to heer, we find that Germany con-
sumes 1,352.000.000 gallons & yesr or 26 gal-
lons to each inhabitant. Tn the United King-
dom the total s lower, but the awerage
consumption is greater, the total amount
consumed anuually belog 1,250,000,000 gal-
long, or 31.0 gallons per head of population.
The Unlted Sintes ocoupy the third place,
consuming 20,000,000 gallons a year, or 12.8
gallons for each man, woman and child, The
congumption of heer has slgnally Increased
in France during the last thirty years; yet,
even now, it does not exceed 206,000,000 gal-
lons, which is equivalent to 5.3 gallons per
head,

Formerly Frenchmen were comparatively
abstemlous in the use of ardent spirits, At
present, however, the total consumption of
liguor in Prance reaches 74,000,000 gallons,
or 1.04 gallons per inhabltant. Germany
consumes 100,000,000 gallong of spirita per
year, or 1,80 gallops to ench unit of the pop-
ulation. ‘The total anpbual consumption of
spirita credited to the United Kingdom I8
46,250,000 gallons, or 1.02 gallons per head,
The United States consume 63,000,000 gallons
of liquor, but this Is only equivalent to .86
of a gnllon per Inhabitant.

Of the four peoples considered, It Is man-
Ifest that the Americans are decidedly the
most abstemlons, whether the alcoholi® bev-
ernge consumed be wine, beer or splrits. On
